It would be’ difficult to exaggerate 
the “unfortunate ~ effect throughout 
all “Canada .of such financial. expos- 
ures as the. mining. brokerage scamd- 
al,:the, breakdown of unwieldy merg- 
er promotions (of which Canada Pow- 
er and Paper was' the most glaring 
example) and the revelations of po- 
litidally-minded management of the 
Beauharnois development. There has: 
been more discussion of the political 
significance -but _in_ these respects 
there is grave import to what the 
public regards as a widespread break- 
down of reason and justice in finance. 

The investor. or ex-investor who is 
now in an. unhappy position “thraqugh 
loss of his job as well, finds, for the 
first time, that he has moments 
when he almost sympathizes with 
socialism. Impropriety in high finan- 
cial places weakens - public confi- 
dence in our social and economic sys- 
tem. That such confidence will be 
restored is beyond doubt; but it 
should never have had to undergo 
such a period of stress due to causes 
within the system itself, 

It is not enough to say that all of 
the financial crimes that have come 
to light were an, unescapable feature 
of a period of_foolish inflation which 
had its basic causes in the greed 
and poor judgment of practically 
every one in the country. Nearly 
every one did blindly join in the 
riot of dollars and mlass emotion 
played its part. But mass emotion 
responds to leadership, and financial 
leadership in most of the Wall 
Streets of the world set .no shining 
example ‘between 1925 and 1929. 
Canada cannot escape the conse- 
quences by saying that ‘everybody 
was wrong and the’ mistakes of the 
“big fellows” ‘were only more dan- 
gerous because they were on a larger 
scale. The big fellows were ithe ones 
who should have given sufficient 
leadership to keep the mad specula- 
tive scramble in check. 

Investors as a class, who have lost 
millions of ‘dollars entrusted by them 
to the care of financial operators 
‘in. whom they. once placed reliance, 
will probably. be slow to recover 
complete. confidence. This may be 
a good thing; investors should learn 
not to ‘trust blindly to the aerice.. or 
‘opittions’ of éthérs. 0) 9 ys 

It would’ be well if Ganada never 
again “enjoyed” a boom like the last 
one, for it has been clearly demon- 
strated: tlqit ‘when promotions, ‘fin- 
ancing, refinancing, and stock mar- 
ket operations are too simple a 
highway to easy money, that clear- 
headed, courageous conservatism is 
impotent to stem the tide that car- 
ries ahead with it, for a while at 
least, the honest and the unscrup- 
ulous, the careful and the reckless, 
the trusting and the trusted; all te 
be dashed together upon the rock 
of final reckoning.—Toronto Finan- 
cial Fost.

Business failures in (Canada for the 
thir dquarter of 1931, as reported by 
R. G. Dun ’& Co., numbered 514 with 
liabilities \of $8,954,877, against 592 
during the same period of last year 
involving $13,113,027 of indebtedness. 
The decrease both in number and 
amount was very largely in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec. There wis an in- 
crease in Ontario and in a number 
of the other Provinces. Two-thirds: of 
all the failures occurring in Canada 
were reported in the two Provinces 
of Ontario and Quebec and most of 
these in the cities of Toronto and 
Montreal, which are located in these 
two Provinces.

“ROWAN” CROWS ARE. |. 
HEADING TO NORTH 


“Rowan” crows are heading north. 
Reports received:. during: the week- 
end indicated that the .. experiment 
conducted by Professor. . William 


|Rowan of the University of Alberta 


has met with success and that-he has 
managed so to change the migratory 
instinct of, crows that, in the midst of 
.winter cold, they are heading north- 
-wards instead of towards warm south- 
ern climes. 

Crows, which have painted tail 
feathers to make. them easily distin 
guishable, have been reported at Alix, 
50 miles north of the point where 
they were released, near Hanna. 

A report from Edmonton indicated 
'| that one crow,. bearing the  distin- 
| guishing marks, had been seen pass- 
ing over that city and continuing on 
towards the north. 

Several crows have ‘been shot in 
the district north of Hanna and have 
been forwarded to Professor Rowan. 
The experimenter expressed satisfac- 
tion at the results. so far obtained. 
Belief has been voiced that some of 
the treated crows may find their way 
as far north as Great Slave Lake, 
where crows during the winter sea 
son are entirely unknown. 

The northbound crows are believed 
to have been those which received 
artificial light treatment, it being the 
belief of the professor that migration 
is controlled by the influence of light 
on the ductless glands of the birds. 
A number of the 350 crows released 
had not received the treatment.— 
Albertan.

been more discussion of the political 
significance -but _ in. these respects 
there is grave import to what the 
public regards as a widespr ead: break- 
down of reason and justice ‘in finance. 

The investor or ex-investor who is 
now in an unhappy position thrqugh 
loss of his job as well, finds, for the 
first time, that he has moments 
when he almost sympathizes with 
socialism. Impropriety in high ‘finan- 
cial places weakens public confi- 
dence in our social and economic sys- 
tem. That such confidence will be 
restored is beyond doubt; but it 
should never have had to undergo 
such a period of stress due to causes 
within the system: itself. 

It is not enough to say that all of 
the financial crimes that have come 
to light were an. unescapable feature 
of a period of_foolish inflation which 
had its basic causes in the greed 
and poor judgment of practically 
every one in the country. Nearly 
every one did blindly join in the 
riot of dollars and miass emotion 
played its part. But mass emotion 
responds to leadership, and financial 
leadership in most of the Wall 
Streets of the world set no shining 
example ‘between 1925 and 1929. 
Canada cannot escape the conse- 
quences by saying that ‘everybody 
was wrong and the’ mistakes of the 
“big fellows” ‘were only more dan- 
gerous beause they were on a larger 
scale, The big fellows were the ones 
who should have given sufficient 
leadership to keep the mad specula- 
tive scramble in check. 

Investors as a class, who have lost 
millions of -dollars entrusted by them 
to the care of financial operators 
in whom they once placed reliance, 
will probably. be slow. to recover 
complete confidence. This may be 
a good thing; investors should learn 
not to trust blindly to the advice or
